Mediation Committee

Formation of a mediation commit¬ 
tee to hear and adjust* complaints 
; of. the public has been announced 
by the Nassau County Medical So-, 
■ciety.' - V. 

; In announcing the' establishment 
of the committee, Dr.. Leo T. Flood, 
the president, said th^ primary pur¬ 
pose of the unit would be to im¬ 
prove doctor-patient relationships. 
The committee, added Dr. Flood, 
will ^investigate complaint of pati¬ 
ents who feel they have been, over¬ 
charged, seek amicable adjustments 
of differences and misunderstand¬ 
ings betwgen; doctors and patients 
arising from .any cause, and to de¬ 
fend physicians against unjust .ac¬ 
cusations. 

"We. feel the establishment of 
this committee Is -of primary Im¬ 
portance,”. Dr. Flood added. "It 
marks a very definite effort on the 
part of the medical profession of 
Nassau County to insure that the 
public- will have every opportunity 
to be heard when it feels it has 
been unjustly treated in medical 
matters. 

"We feel that this new committee 
will have as great an educational 
problem as a judicial one. In many 
cases misunderstandings between 
doctors and their patients exist 
because the patient has not had an 
opportunity to receive a' full ev- 
planation of the medical problem 
involved, and at the same time the 
doctor has not become fully ac¬ 
quainted with the personal problems 
of his patient.” 

The committee will be made up 
of five members of the society, Dr. 
Flood said, including both general 
practitioners and specialists.
